Dr. Wagner 
stepped aside

cross-examination by District Attorney 
Jerome and as court adjourned for the 
day it was announced that the defense 
would proceed with the testimony of 
other alienists. 
The taking of Dr. Wagner’s opinion 
of a hypothetical ipiestion. the man un­ 
der consideration being the author of 
the letters which have been introduced 
as emanating from Harry Thaw dur­ 
ing the 
period of his 
estrangement 
with Evelyn Nesbit after their return 
from Europe in 190S, followed a day of 
almost continuous 
legal sparring be­ 
tween Delphin M. Delmas for the de­ 
fense and Mr. Jerome for the prosecu­ 
tion. 
Mr. Jerome effectually blocked tho 
completion for the time being of the

Mrs. Thaw had been recalled as the 
third witness of the day.

received Harry Thaw ’s will from the 
latter’s own hands some time prior to 
April 1. 1906, and had held it in a safe

Mr. (Reason followed Mr. Lyon on 
the stand and said he had received the 
will by mall on Dec. l l , 1906, and that 
absolutely no changes had been made 
in the instrument during the time it 
had been in his 
possession. 
Mr. .To 
rome admitted the progress of tho will 
from Mr. Lyon to Mr. Gleason without 
the necessity of bringing the former's 
secretary as a witness. 
Mr. Delmas 
did not offer the will in evidence, how­ 
ever, owing to the fact that it has not 
in its entirety been proved as having 
been legally executed by Thaw. 
When young Mrs Thaw was called 
to the stand she was dressed precise­ 
ly as when she occupied the witness 
chair last week. 
As she was taking 
her seat Mr. Delmas renewed his de­ 
mand of Wednesday last that the note 
which was passed by Mrs. Thaw to 
her husband at the Cafe Martin the 
night of the tragedy 
should he pro­ 
duced. 
Mr. Jerome upon the occasion 
of the first demand had remained si­ 
lent. 
This time he said he would send 
for tho slip of paper. 
It was brought 
from his office, was identified by Mrs. 
Thaw and then read by Mr. Delmas as 
follows:

Wording of Note a Surprise. 
The contents of the note caused a 
surprise only as to the exact wording.

A fter being thrown from the plat­ 
form of u Lackaw anna train, traveling 
at full speed, Mr. L ow ndes aw oke to 
consciousness with his hands and feet 
frost bitten,

blood from head to foot and his senses 
so dulled that it required all his ebb­ 
ing strength of mind and body to keep 
him self aw ak e as he craw led through 
the snow drifts toward a fa in t light on 
the Jersey m eadow s. 
It w as “ Love 
o’ 
L ife” 
lighting 
against apparently 
vain hope that saved him. 
Lying helpless at his home, but at 
last oil tho road to recovery in spite 
of his m any Injuries, he told a tale of 
suffering and of m iraculous escape the 
equal of which is rarely heard outside 
of Action. 
Mr. L ow ndes w a s . detained at his 
office iii N ew York later than usual 
ou a .recent Saturday afternoon.

got a w ay Just in tim e to catch a six

tow n by a flying leap of 112 feet. 
Fo; 
several years G u stave Bye. also of Du 
kit Ii, held this record. 
His best jum p 
w as iud feet. 
Skee jum ping is one of the most spec 
tacular of sports. 
It is also a daring 
feat, aud for a person to com pete in a | 
skee jum ping contest lie m ust not only 1 
be possessed of great suppleness, I* it 
must also have an abundance of cour­ 
age, for w ithout either it would be as 
dangerous as is high diving. 
Skee jum ping is a Norwegian sport. 
The akees are about a yard long, slightly 
turned up in the front. They are made 
of wood and are fastened to the w ear­ 
er’s shoes and resem ble the runners of 
a sled. 
In a competition the contestants start 
down a steep hill at full speed. In tile 
middle of the hill a projecting ledge of 
snow 
is 
formed, the 
upper part of 
which has less slope than the hill it 
self. 
In fact, at Its edge It is nim est 
horizontal. 
From there there is a sn;! 
den drop of about ten feet, beyond 
which th** hill continues at a steep a n ­ 
gle for about a quarter of a mile. It is 
taking this drop that Is m ost danger­ 
ous. 
When a com petitor leaves tliis 
ledge In* shoots up iii tho air to a 
height of nearly fifty feet, from w hich 
lie descends like a meteor. 
Should lie 
not land squarely on his skees a serious 
accident is tho probable result. 
At all places w here skee Jumping 
m eets are held physicians are In attend ­ 
ance. 
In Norw ay all contestants must 
lie more than tw e n ty -six years old, and 
before any ode is allow ed to com pete 
he must be exam in ed by a physician, 
w ho will pass upon tho com petitor’s 
temperament. 
Should the entrant show 
th** least signs of nervousness his entry 
is refused.

The 
double header passenger train on which 
he was traveling ran by a station in a 
heavy snow storm, being unable to see 
the whistling past or switches and 
struck a freight head on. They wero 
stalled several times, once between bar 
i -sure and I W ild Lake when the super- 
i.jt. udent of motive power of the road 
and tho conductor had to walk several 
miles to the next station to get help. 
They got into Devil’s Lake about one 
o'clock in the morning having had no 
supper and very little dinner. Fred 
says the jack pines were a thing of 
beauty and a joy forever when he came 
to see them again.
